world and preach thego » p « -l to ev ery c r e a t u r e 
11« that b e lle v e th and is hap tlM*) » ball t e 
•sav ed: b u t he that lieitev eth no t shall !<r 
d am n ed ." 
T he speaker prefaced his remarks by 
saying that it is a m istake to think that 
the llaptists contend sim ply for the im 
m ersion of believers in water, and that 
w ere there no contention on that point 
they w ould cease to exist hh a denomimt 
tion 
T hey stand for the w hole body of 
the evang elical truth us held by the or 
thodox church, for the principle o f con 
g reg ationa! g overnm ent as opposed to the 
Episcopal or Presbyterian form. 
These 
are truths w hich are held not less teua 
ciously than that of im m ersion 
in con­ 
sidering baptism as au act and seeking 
its true form, it was considered briefly 
from tw o standpoints 
T he m eaning of 
the word and from the historical point of 
view . 
Much of the confusion and con­ 
troversy that exists to day exists because 
the Greek word was transferred 
into 
E ng lish instead of being translated. 
The 
best scholarship of the world is practical 
ly agreed that the m eaning of the word j 
translated “ baptize” is “ to immerse 
dip 
or plung e.” 
Luther, Calvin, Meyer, A1 
ford, Stanley and E lliott hold this 
ljooking at the matter historically, im 
mersion hud the sanction o f the church 
for thirteen centuries 
The only excep 
lion 
was that of clinic baptism when 
those w ho were *ick were allow ed to be 
•priakled or poured. 
This, how ever, was 
not regarded as really valid baptism , for 
such us had received only clinic baptism 
w e re denied hig h preferment in theehureh 
T his is the testim ony of ail reputable his 
torians. 
T he question to-day is practi­ 
cally, has the church a right to alter the 
ordinances? 
The Roman Catholic church 
says that it has the rig ht, and does it. 
T h e B aptist church ^ays that it has not 
the rig ht and does not doit, and these two 
bodies are the only ones w ho are consist­ 
en t w ith them selves, for others denying 
the rig ht to chang e have really done so
